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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant asserts that Downs discloses that a 
Content Acquisition Tool launches whenever a metadata link is selected at a Content Promotions Website and wherein the selection of 
this link causes the metadata to be downloaded and dislplayed. Therefore, applicant asserts that Downs allows for the metadata to be 
feely available so that a user may review the metadata to determine whether the user may want to purchase the contents. Examiner 
respectfully disagrees with this characterization of Downs and notes that applicants perspective on the teachings of Downs is taken out of 
context. The Content Acquisition Tool disclosed by Downs is not used by a end user, but rather an Electronic Digital Content Store 
(Figure 1 B) which are entities that market the content through a wide variety of services and applications and manage the design, 
development, business operations, settlements, merchandising, marketing and sales of their services (Col. 9 line 50-Col. 10 line 5). An 
example of an Electronic Digital Content Store (EDCS) is a website that provides electronic downloads of software to end users. Downs 
discloses that the EDCS uses the Content Acquisition Tool to package electronic information for electronic distribution to end users (Col. 
9, lines 15-35). Downs discloses that the metadata is not freely available to end users since the metadata is encrypted and included in a 
secure container (Col. 38 line 21 -Col. 39 line 20; Col. 52, lines 40-51) and further teaches that the summary information is not displayed to 
an end user unless it has been decrypted using the decryption information (Col. 73, lines 23-34) in the scenario where the content 
provider wants to charge a fee for the summary information. Thus, examiner maintains that Downs discloses displaying summary 
information only if it can be decoded by the user. . 
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
